Emergency License Trends

In the top ten categories from March to March of each year:
•the total number of emergency licenses issued has doubled from FY13 to FY17
•cross categorical and early childhood emergency licenses increased 6% from 
25% in FY13 to 31% in FY17
•the number of early childhood special education emergency licenses issued has 
tripled from 24 in FY13 to 74 in FY17
•in FY13, 9% of the emergency licenses were for Bilingual/Bicultural.  The 
percentage peaked to 14% in FY15 and has dropped to 10% IN 2017
•in FY 13, 6% of the emergency licenses issued were for ESL.  That percentage 
dropped below 6% in FY14, FY15 and FY16.  However, it is up to 5% in FY17.
